Lawyer William H, Johnson, who had a
large practice before the License Court, did
not think that the original package decision
would have any effect on the sale of liguor
in this State. When asked his opinion of
the decision and its probatle effect 1n Phila-
delphin, Lawyer Johnson said:

I do not know that there is anything in this
original o decision more than that & man
couid sella package of liquor and deliver it
where he was requested. n the ease which
called forth this recent aecislon of tho Judges
of the Supreme Court the liguor was ordered
be delivered in a probibition Btate,
and it was & reason of the
local law  -against the vending of
Hquaors. I have pgreat respect for
the inion_of the lawyers who have been
quoted, but I think they have overlooked the
Pﬂnc’lpla that is at the bottom of the decision.

1 is nonsense 1o say that anybedy could open
an ariginal packagoe establishment in Pennsyl-
vania and defy the loeal law. No person can
sall :i&:‘mr in Pennsylvanin without they are
licen and I have read the law incorrectly if
the United Btates Bupreme Court’s decision in
the lowa case bas not always been the recog-
nized law of the State of Pennsyl anin.

Lawyer Lewis D. Vail, attorney of the
Law and Order Society, was much interest-
ed in the recent decision, and believed that
it wonld cause considerable trouble in this
oity, as he feared that under it a citizen of
Camden could come over the river and sell
liguor in the eriginal atnd defy the
present law of this State. e said:

If this last decision means that anyou
come into this State and bring in a bhalf pint
origiual package and sell it withont bnlllaf sub-
joct to the laws of thisBate requiring a license
1o sell lignor, walking speak-easios will flour-
ish.

The scene of the murder is the old two
story frame house of John Crouch, on the
from Beotleysville to Washington, half
a mile east of the vHluge, John Crouch
was 75 years old, Mrs. Elizabeth Crouch five
yeara younger, and the son Andrew about
45. Another son lives in Pike county, Ind.,
and s daughter lives at Speer, opposite
Bellevernon. Mrs., Cronch has a sister,
Mra. Campbell, living about a mile awsy.

NOT EXACTLY FRIENDS.

It seems that there was little friendship
between the Crouchs and the Campbells.
The latter bave not visited the Crouch house
since the murder. The house stands in a
yard near the highway, Thers are four
rooms downstairs and thres up. The parlor
runs out from the front like an L—behind
it is the large sitting room. At the right is
the bedroom where the old eouple slept, the
kitechen is behind the sitting room and is
one-story high.

The murderer went to the kitchen door.
He had picked up a rbogh oak paling in
the front yard. A similar one leans nst
the froat of the house. Old man Crouch
answered the knock on the door, because his
son was very deal, Onpe blow ontheold
man's neck below his left ear killed him,
The murderer entered the sitting room,
where NMrs. Cronch sat at one side of the
fireplace and Andrew at the other. The
son's neck was broken by s blow at the base
of the skull. His chair lay near him. Mrs,
Crouch was struck on the right side of her
face nod neck. Bhe layupon her face and
a rocking chair lay beside ber,

Ooe man must have done the deed. He
was 8 man of great strength. In each case
one blow was enough. Harry Crawford,
son of Alihem Crawiord, a neighbor, dis-
covered the murder wben he went to the
Crouch house at 8 o'clock Wednesday morn-
ine to return a borrowed cross-cut saw. He
saw Mr. Crouch’s dead body through the
kitchen window., He ran home and told his
father, and the neighbors were soon aroused
and at the house. The neighbors found the
tront door Jocked, but the kitchen door un-
locked andjslightly open.

HXOT A BOCIAL FAMILY.

The Cronch tamily were miserly, did little
farming and rarely visited their neighbors.
They often said that they kept their money
in their bouse and would mot trust a bank,
They lived economically on the interest of
loaned money.

People are asking about him
now,

THE JURY GIVES IT UP.

The Coroner’s jury’s verdict was that the
murder was commitied by party or parites
unknown., William West, the suspected
negro, lived near Bentleyaville, and worked
at iarming and mining. The latest infor-
mation indicates that the murder was com-
mitted Tuesday afternoon. West reap-
ﬁ‘"d hers Tuesday about dark. He

ught new shoes here at Sutman’s, and in
paying gave nn old-fashioned silver dollar.
‘When the clerk remarked 1ts age he took it
pack. West had a satchel when he left
here Wednesday, but he either hid it or
threw it away between here and Riverview,
where he took the train.

He completely changed his clothes at Mrs,
Gamble's boarding house Tuesday might.
Mrs Griffith; the daughter, reached her
father’s home at noon to-day. She is pros-
trated with griel

Mra, West, mother ot William, said to-
day that her son spent Monday night at her
house and left there 11 o’clock Tuesday
forenoon, sayiog he wans going to Bentley-
ville, e did notgo to the willage, but
must have left the road and cut across the
woods. The fuweral of the victims is to-
morrow &t noon. HASSLER.

THE SUSPECTED MURDERER

ARRESTED AT BEAVER FALLS AND NOW
IN THE ALLEGHENY LOCK-UP.

He Iz Held on strong Circumstantial Evi-
dence—Story of Hin Journey Accompn-
nled by His White Wife—The Man Ovece
Empleyed by Crouch.

William West, colored; Annie West,
white, and & white boy 7 years of age, are
in the Allegheny lock-up charged with be-
ing implicated in the Crouch murder. They
were brought last night from Beaver Falls
by Detective Kornman and Officer Me-
Creary, having been arrested on informa-
tion furnished the Beaver Falls police by
Chiefl of Police Murphy.

West is a tll, raw-boned pegro, 6 feet 2
inches high, about 35 vears old. The woman
is young snd prepossessing in looks. In her
Erwenlnn was found $30 10; the man bad

2 00. These two nmounts correspond very
closely to the sum sup, to have been
taken from the Crouch home.

THE SEARCH AND THE ARREST.

The evidence against the Wests is purely
circumstantial, and both when arrested de-
nied nll knowledge of the murder., When §
Chief Murphy read the sccount of the
tragedy yesterday morniog he remembered
that u colored man had forged an order on
another Allegheny negro for & 50, and, st
the time he got the money, had stated that
he wanted a ticket to Bentleyville,

Investigsting furtber he learned that this
same man had passed through the eity on
Wednesday accompnaied by 8 woman and a
boy. Then came Officer MeCreary, of Mo-
nongahela City, who informed the Chief
that he was in search of this same negro
West, who had left that place suddenly.
Inquiry at Bewickley, where West has
friends, brought out the fact that the man
had been there, but had gone on to Deaver
Falls, The officers of the latter place were
then notified, and the arrest was made this
morping. The story told by Officer Me-
Creary is os follows:
